Heroes of Peace. 


The:.thousands who visit tlie seashore in hot weather and 


enjoy,the balhing-.-ancl other attractions think but little about 
theitaiined and brawn}' life savers who are constantly on 
guard tb'rescue bathers who venhrfe;beyond their depth or are 
swept.fpb far from shore by heavMindertows-which occasion- 


• ally pv.er.lake and overpower m'en^aud women who cannot be 
charged wi.'th :reckless daring or lack of proper precautions 
against the dangers of (he surf. These life savers float about 
between tlie bathers and the deep sea, appearing like inter- 
ested Spectators merely, but they are constantly on the look- 
out for troiible, and the instant that trouble shows itself they 
.arc'pii 'the 'move. 
• 


•VAi'idlhei.r movements are neither slow nor misdirected. 
The'yvkiibw; their business and .if it were not for them the fa- 
talities at tlie'coast resorts would.be far more'numerous every 
yeartha'n they are now. Frequent accounts are published de- 
tailing: the. success of their efforts to save lives, but all this, is 
accepted by tlie public as a matter of course. It is understood 
thatlthe''safeguarding of life is (he business of these men, that 
they. are. paid; for their services and that consequently their 
work is worthy of no special'attention exception occasions 
when specially daring feats are crowned with"success. 


Aiid then there are the members of the life saving crews 


along the coasts, stationed for the purpose of succoring vessels 
in distress. .These men face many dangers and suffer many 
hardships in the course of a year. 
In many instances their 


efforts'result in the saving-of lives and property, and yet the 
publicibestows little attention upon them. 


But these life savers in both classes are brave men and are 


really'entitled to as much honor as if they were serving-'in the 
army'or: navy..' Risking their owli lives is an essential part of 
tlie'ir calling. . Beyond the constant watchfulness which they 
are obliged to maintain they are never called upon to act'ex- 
cept.in time of danger. Then they must face danger without 
flinching, and this (hey, do. 


Ail lip'nor to the tanned stalwarts who -watch over the care- 


less 'and'hilarious bathers, and stand ready night and day to go 
(b.the "aid'of vessels'in trouble near shore. They are heroes 
as,truly as a.rjy ever developed on the-field of battle and are 
worthy of the respect and admiration of every thoughtful and 
appreciative man and woman.
